The Committee on Rules, having had under consideration House
Resolution 96, by a record vote of 9 to 3, report the same to the
House with the recommendation that the resolution be adopted.

BRIEF SUMMARY OF PROVISIONS OF RESOLUTION

The resolution provides for the consideration of H.R. 1022, the
‘‘Risk Assessment and Cost-Benefit Act of 1995’’ under a modified
open rule. The rule provides two hours of general debate divided
equally between the chairmen and ranking minority members of
the Committees on Science and Commerce.

The rule provides for the bill to be considered for the purpose of
amendment under the five-minute rule for a period not to exceed
10 hours.

Finally, the rule provides for one motion to recommit.
